"An inspection was made by our representative on (date) ol 
property located at (address) which we understand is owned or 
controlled by you and he reports that there is an infestation of 
rodents on said property. 

"In order to control or eliminate the infestation it will be 
necessary to make the following corrections: 

(Corrections listed.) 

"As these conditions are in violation of Sierra Madre Ordi¬ 
nance 515 we must request that immediate steps be taken to 
make the corrections. 

"We shall appreciate your full and prompt cooperation in 
this matter." 

That these property owners will more than willingly take 
the recommended measures is assumed. The NEWS sincerely 
hopes the incident is closed. 

Mrs. Paul Tate, 350 N.-Lima. one of the two typhus victims, 
tells us she has had many persons speak to her about the pos¬ 
sibilities of a city-wide inspection and clean-up. She says any¬ 
one who has experienced this disease would feel most strongly 
about it. 

While a city-wide inspection may be neither indicated nor 
practical at this time, we are told by the city administrator that 
residents and property owners are free to call the City Hall to 
request inspection and rodent abatement measures for their prop¬ 
erties. The cost is slight and conscientious Sierra Madre people 
do this on an average of four or five a month. 

Sierra Madre HAS a problem. Open garbage cans alone 
invite rats and the inevitable accumulation of brush heaps and 
scrap lumber piles and existence of old and faulty house founda¬ 
tions give them shelter.

One of the major miracles of 
the age, she says, is the use 
which has been found for 
blood and its component parts 
and still one of the major uses 
is Gamma Globulin which has 
been found to prevent and 
modify measles, mumps and 
infeetious hepatitis and to al- 
levate the crippling effects of 
polio.

Your local newspaper is an instrument of this community which 
helps people to know and understand one another better. It is the 
principal means of bringing vital issues and needed reforms to 
public attention; it serves as a watchdog on conduct of govern¬ 
ment: it is the channel through which groups and individuals may 
express their views. 

In short, a good newspaper makes for a «»ood community.

mascope at the Twentieth-Cen¬ 
tury-Fox studio on Wednesday 
last. 

At the luncheon, presided 
over by E. M. Stuart, president 
of the Chamber, awards in the 
form of printed scrolls were 
presented to Henri Cretian, 
French physicist who worked 
out the CinemaScope process 
from a screen devised for spot¬ 
ting airplanes in the first world 
war; to Frank Ross, who final¬ 
ly produced “The Robe,” first 
full-length CinemaScope fea¬ 
ture, after 11 years of frus¬ 
trated attempts to bring it to 
the screen; and to Philip Dunn 
who worked on the screenplay. 
Other well-known guests intro¬ 
duced included Judge and Mrs. 
Harlan Palmer; their son, By¬ 
ron, who entertained by ’sing 
ing several selections from 
“Oklahoma”; Betta St. John, 
who plays the paralyzed girl! 
Miriam, in “The Robe”; ■ and 
Congressman Joe Holt. 

The 200 guests were later 
transported by motor bus to 
the Twentieth Century-Fox stu¬ 
dio, where in a private projec¬ 
tion room, a score of scenes 
from the company’s recent 
films were viewed in Cinema¬ 
Scope. The principle involved 
in this process is a lens which 
returns to its original shape 
an image previously distorted. 

A 35 mm. camera compresses 
a wide angle scene onto a nar¬ 
row strip of film. When the 
film is projected through a 
compensating lens it spreads 


the image horizontally to its 
original shape. Viewed on a 
curved scree*, the film imparts 
a feeling of being surrounded 
by things to see. 

Although the Roxy in New 
York City and Grauman’s Chi 
nese in Hollywood are the only 
theaters currently capable of 
showing “The Robe,” Cinema 
Scope is being made available 
to afl theaters as soon as 
equipment permits.
